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2010-2011 School Enrollment Begins 


NTCA is looking forward 
to a fantastic 201 0-201 1 
school year! There is so 
much excitement and an- 
ticipation coming with a 
new school year, and you 
will want to be a part of 
it. Next school year will 
see a few changes in the 
school. With the addition 
of 7th grade, NTCA will 
have middle school stu- 
dents for the first 
time. The 6th and 7th 
grades will be considered 
middle school for the 
2010-201 1 school 
year. There will also be 
changes in the 4-year-old 
program. Next year’s pro 
gram will offer classes 3 
or 5 days a week for all 4- 


year-old students. Many 
families already choose 
this option and this will 
allow for more growth as 
we expand with more 
classes. 

Pre-enrollment for the 
201 0-201 1 school year 
will begin the week of 
January 1 1 . This is a time 
where current NTCA stu- 
dents and siblings can 
enroll for the next school 
year before the process is 
opened to the public. The 
re-enrollment process will 
now be completed through 
RenWeb. 

In an effort to simplify this 
process, NTCA has created 
an online pre-registration 


through Parents Web, 
which is the school man- 
agement software. This 
should allow the school 
to update records and 
track enrollment in a more 
efficient manner. 

To begin, you will need to 
go to www.renweb.com . If 
you have never logged in 
before or do not remem- 
ber how to log in, the 
school code and the direc- 
tions for obtaining your 
password will be sent 
home next week with your 
packet. Once you have 
successfully logged in, 
click on the “family infor- 
mation” bar on the left 
hand side. This will open
